April 7.—Baron Suye- 
matsu, formerly Japanese Minister of 
the Interior, has written an interest- 
ing and significant article for the Out- 
look under the heading War and In- 
demnity; the Japanese Claim.” 

The whole trend of the article is 


on the war until Russia consents to 
pay indemnity. 

The Baron says: 

„A canon of the Japanese Bushido is 
‘one should not sheathe the sword un- 
less one is totally overcome or has 
secured equitable satisfaction for 


ternational intercourse. The sword of 
Japan is drawn, and the aim for 
which it was unsheathed has scarcely 
been attained. We want a peace which 
will secure tranquility in the Far Bast 
for at least a generation or two. 
“The world should know that in the 
present war, Japan staked her whole 
existence, whereas with the enemy, it 
was a mere war of caprice. Why, 
then, in case of defeat, should not 
Russia be made responsible in equit- 
able accordance with the nature of 
the affair? I believe, therefore, that 
in case of the adversary asking for 
peace the satisfaction which she 
will have to make to Japan should 
include making good the material 
joss of Japan; in other words, in- 
demnity.” 

Baron Suyematsu says further: 
“Japan has not formuleted definite 
terms of peace, because she might 
be accused of skinning the bear be- 
fore it is shot. We have, . 
outlined our idea.” 

The article argues the righteousness 
of Japan's position in demanding in- 
demnjty as a basic condition and con- 
troverts the idea, which, he says, he 
finds prevalent outside Japan, that 
Japan is willing to make peace at any 
price. “Some say,” the Baron con- 
tinues, “that for humaity’s sake an 
armistice should be concluded, with 
a view of negotiating peace. 

“It ie all very well to talk of hu- 
manity, but no injustice must be per- 
petrated in the name of humanity. If 
a proposition arising out of the ques- 
tion of humanity gives more advant- 
age to one than another of the con- 
tending parties it cannot be justice.” 
Baron Suyematsu treats sarcastic- 
ally the special plea that Russia 
should be allowed to “save her face,” 
and compares Japan to a dwarf fight- 
ing a giant, and says:

Tells Metropolis That Era of “Bx. 
pleitation of Public Property by 
Private Capital, With ite Attend- 
ant Greed, Extortion and Corrup- 
tion, Has Had its Day.”

NEW YORK, April 7.—Fresh from 
his triumph in the municipal election, 
Edvard EK. Dunne, Mayor-elect of Chi- 
cago, tonight addressed a large meeting 
in Cooper Union, under the auspices of, 
the Municipal Ownership League of 
New York City. He ‘told. how he ex- 
pected to carry out his pledges made 
in his campaign in Chicago to attain 
municipal ownership, of the . benefits, 
as he conceived them, of city control 
ef public utilities, and closed with 
congratulationg to the local league on 
being pemeers in the movement in 
New York. His speech was enthusi- 
astically received. 

Reeent agitation in New York for 
muricipal ownership added interest to 
Judge Dunne's utterances. James Gra- 
ham: Phelps Stokes, vice-president of 
the league, presided. came Dunne 
in part:

— K private capital, with its 
attendant gre@@, extortion and corrup- 
tion, has had its day in American 
cities, but that day is about to end, 
Next Monday Chicago starts upon her 
mission of dislodging private capital 
fron. the control of our street-car sys- 
tem. She has succeeded in the opera- 
tion of her waterworks system, in pay- 
ing some $38,000,000 for its equipment; 
has lent $5,000,000 from that department 
to the sewer system; is today giving 
the cheapest water of probably any city 
in America and has a cash surplus of 
nearly $1,000,000. She has so managed 
her electric-light plant that she has

well as her police, fire, and educational 
departmenta, without scandal, graft or 
corruption, beside cheapening the cost 
of utilities furnished to the public. She 
will have the same record of success in 
reit tion to her street-car system. 

“The citizens of Chicago have been 
educated up te the fact that a munic- 
ipality can operate any of the public 
utilities with much greater satisfaction 
to the people than can the same utili- 
ties be operated by private capitalists, 
They have learned wherever a city in 
any portion of the civilived world has 
taken over the possession of its water- 
works, gas, electric-light plant or 
street-railway system that in every 
case, when fairly tried, the cost of this 
utility to the public has been reduced, 
the wages of the men who operate 
them increased, the day reduced and 
more efficient service rendered. 

OBJECTIONS ANSWERED. 

“The only two serious objections 
raised during the recent struggle in 
Chicago against public ownership of 
the public utilities are: First, that it 
would tend.to build up a great, politi- 
eal machine. None of the friends of 
municipal ownership in Chicago or 
elsewhere advocates the ownership and 
operation of any utility by municipali- 
tles unless in connection therewith 
there ds a  clivil-vervice law, under 


exactly alike, and under which just 
and reasonable tests will be — to 
public servants to ascertain their fit- 
ness to perform the work entailed up- 
on them. We have such a law in the 
city of Chicago, under which for sev- 
eral years past it bas been almost im- 
possible for any man to place a friend 
upon the police, fire, or water depart- 
ment, 

“The only other serious objection 
urged in Chicago was that the muniei- 
pality had no money. There is no 
force whatever in the objection. The 
operation of these utilities, either by 
public or private persons, is a valua- 
ble privilege. We propose to raise 
all the money necessary to purchase 
an up-to-date street-car system upon 
certificates which are special or lim- 
ited promises to pay out of the income 
collected from the system.

ANSWER: (1.) Specimens of ein na- 
bar possess an earthy lustre when per 
cent., of contained mercury is 
otherwise an adamantine lustre is 
given off. The color varies from a 
— red to that of a bright vermil- 
ion-streak scarlet. Hardness, over 2. 
In structure, as a coating. massive, or 
interspersed. granular, earthy, 
compact, fibrous or conchoidal frac- 
ture, the last named being when com- 
bined with quartz. In formula, one of 
mercury to one of sulphur. Density, 
9. B. B., Volatile, giving off sulphur- 
ous fumes. Mixed with soda and in 
Klass tube the quicksilver collects in 
drops on cold wall of open tube and 
at bottom if a closed one. A good teat 
is—mix some powdered ore with quick- 
lime (unslacked lime) place mixture in 
a pan, apply thereunder a gentle heat.

A New Printing Telegraph. 

A recent improvement of the tele- 
graph that has been tested successfully 
in Great Britain and Germany is the 
Murray Printing Telegraph, which em- 
bodies a number of novel features. It 
is automatic in its working, and con- 
sists of a strip of punched paper, which 
ise fed into a transmitting device, from 
which electrical impulses corresponding 
to the signals are sent along the line 
to the receiving apparatus, where a 
similar. strip of punched tape is pre- 
pared. This can be fed into a special 
form of typewriter and the message 
printed directly, or it can be used with 
another transmitting machine, and the 
message sent to a branch or a more 
distant station. A single wire between 
stations is required, and a speed of from 
150 to 200 words per minute has bean 
attained between London and BEdin- 
burgh, with as many as 240 words under 
favorable conditions, What is most 
interesting, inasmuch as most methods, 
either automatic or rapid, fail when ap- 
plied to submarine cables, is that this 
svetem has been worked successfully 
on the 1200-mile cable between Corn- 
wall and Gibraltar.—!Harper’s Weekly.

Life Insurance Evils. 

LONG BEACH, April 6.—{To the.Ed- 
itor of The Times:] The contest be- 
tween the factions in the Equitable Life 
brings into plain view the fact that 
life insurance companies are not run 
primarily for the benefit of the in- 
sured, but as a shrewd scheme for the 
enrichment of those in control. This 
has been long known to careful ob- 
servers, but the general public is be- 
ing treated to a revelation that will, 1 
hope, convey a lesson from which 
great benefit may be received. 

The following points are made prom- 
inent by the scrap now in progress: 

That the men in control of the life 
insurance funds grow enormously rich: 
that they use the funds fer their bene- 
fit on the plan of “heads I win and 
tails you lose; that the cost of life 
insurance is vastly more than it might 
be but for the tremendous expense 
caused by the way in which the busi- 
ness is done; that no man can, from 
their reports, tell what the real value 
of the assets is, or what vast sums 
of money were spent for; that more 
money disappears in “expenses” than 
it takes to pay the combined expenses 
of a large number of the States of 
this nation; and much more could be 
gaid on this line. 

Now, the usefulness of life insurance 
and its possibilities for good most peo- 
ple will admit. Many insure. More 
do not because they cannot afford the 
drain on their incomes. Many pay pre- 
miums they cannot afford and rob 
their families of comforts, and in some 
cases of necessities. Many thousands 
pay for a time and finding the cost 
too great, cease to pay. Nearly all 
who insure do so in the fond hope 
that they are providing for their dear 
ones In what may be a time of great 
need. Now they know they are doing 
something more—providing funds with 
which the manipulators of life insur- 
ance play “hide and seek.” 

There are some things the government 
can do better than individuais will, as 
long as human nature and strenuous 
finance continues to exist, and I see no 
reason to look for any change for at 
least a few centuries to come. Let the 
United States government organize a 
department of life insurance. It could 


eke ui nO more beneficent work or 


that can be made a greater benefit 


to the people. Shorn of the mysteries 
thrown around it by those who now 
grow fat on the sacrifices made to sat- 
isfy the holiest impulses of humanity, 
life insurance is wholly simple and 
its operation along just lines entirely 
posstble. I fall to see any reason why 
the most tender longings and anxious 
solicitude of a parent or husband 
should be made the prey of strenuous 
financiers whose only service is, practi- 
cally, that of book-keepers. Let the 
government take hold of it and the 
hundreds of millions now covered by 
expenses would nearly all be saved to

A New Printing Telegraph. 

A recent improvement of the tele- 
graph that has been tested successfully 
in Great Britain and Germany is the 
Murray Printing Telegraph, which em- 
bodies a number of novel features. It 
is automatic in its working, and con- 
sists of a strip of punched paper, which 
is fed into a transmitting device, from 
which electrical tmpulses corresponding 
to the signals are sent along the line 
to the receiving apparatus, where a 
similar. strip of punched tape is pre- 
pared. This can be fed into a specia 
form of typewriter and the message 
printed directly, or it can be used with 
another transmitting machine, and the 
message sent to a branch or a more 
distant station. A single wire between 
stations is required, and a speed of from 
150 to 200 words per minute has be jn 
attained between London and BEdin- 
burgh, with as many as 240 words under 
favorable conditions. What is most 
interesting, inasmuch as most methods, 
either automatic or rapid, fall when ap- 
plied to submarine cables, is that this 
sveterm has been worked successtfuily 
on the 1200-mile cable between Corn- 
wall and Gibraltar.—!Harper’s Weekly.
